HE Lords of Their Majeſties Privy Council, Do hereby Ordain Their Majeſties Solicitor, to tranſmit to the Sheriffs of 
PL the Shires and Stewarts of the Stewartries within this Kingdom, or their Deputs or Clerks, ſuch Liſts of the D- ficients 
of the New Levy, as have come to his hands z and where no Liſts ſhall be ſent by the Sollicitor , Ordains the ſaide 
Sheriffs, and Stewarts and their Deputs, and Clerks of Supply, to make up full and exact Liſts of the ſaids Deficients, 
and to tranſmit Doubles thereof to their Majeſties Sollicitor, within fifteen. Days, after this AR ſhall come to their 
; bands; AndalſoOrdains the reſpective Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewartries, and Bailies of Bailiaries within this King» 
dom, and their Deputes, within the ſaid ſpace of fifteen days after this 4& comes to their hands, to exact and upliſt from the perſons 
lyable in putting out any Men of the New Levy ; and who have not put out theſe Men before the firſt day of Novemberlaft, the Pe- 
nalty of two hundred Merks, wherein every ſuch perſon is lyable, conform to the Proclamations and InſtruQions thereanent. And 
the ſaids Lords Do hereby Authorize and Warrand the ſaid Sheriffs, Stewarts, Beillies of Bailliaries and their Deputs, either to call 
a Party of their Maſeſties Forces, from any Commander within the Shire, Stewartrie, or Bailliary : And Ordains the faids Comman- 
ders to furniſh Parties to them, for poynding ofthe perſons Failziers and Deficient, as ſaid is, before the ſaid firſt day of Novemberlaſt 
or otherwiſe to make uſe of their own Officers, for that end, and Declares that the perſons Deficient, as ſaid is, are to be poinded in 
manner preſcribed by the Act of Parliament One thouſand fix hundred and ſixty nine, anent the Militia, and the expenſe of the poynd- 
ing is to be exacted from them accordingly. And the faids Lords Do hereby Ordain the ſaids Sheriffs, Stewarts and Baillies, and 
their Deputs, to pay, ot cauſe pay in the Penalties to be exaQed and upliſed by them, to the ColleQor of Supply within the Shire; 
and Ordains the Collector to tranſmit the one halfe of theſe Penalties to the General Receiver of their Majeſties Crown Rents, tobe 
applyed towards the perfecting the r Mapps of this Kingdom, and the other half to be diſpoſed of by the Commiſſioners of 
the Shire, for the publick Uſes within the ſame, (the ſaid Collector retaining always the twentieth penny tor bis pains ) with Certi- 
fication to the ſaid Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies and their Deputs and Clerks , and ColleQors of Supply reſpective who ſhall failzie, in 
diſcharge of any part of their Duty ſpecified inthis Act, that they ſhall be lyable for the Penalties of theſe Deficients whom they 
ſhould have Liſted, and Poynded, and whoſe Penalties they ſhould have Collected, and tranſmitted as above appointed: And that 
Letters of Horning ſhall be dire&, for charging them for . thereof ſianpliciter. And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and 
appoints their Majeſties Sollicitor to ſend Printed Copies of the ſame, to the Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies, or their Deputs, or Clerks,
